(Excerpts from speech given be- 
fore the Jewish Theological. Sem- 
inary last week:) 

“Too often in the past the Negro 
problem has been thought-of and 
talked about as if il were section- 
al, as if it existed in certain states 
in the South and was not a prob- 
lem in the North. Whatever once 
was true, it is perfectly clear that 
the problem is now national: in its 
scope and is not confined to any 
particular part of-the country, The 
Los Angeles disorders, the Detroit 


riots, the New York disorders, all 


of recent months, show that racial 
clashes since the war started do 
not occur only in the South and 
do not’spring only from the an- 
cient prejudices and hatred and 
fears inherited from the Civil War, 
and from-the outnumbering of the 
Whites by Négroés in certain parts 
of the South, but are implicit in 
great industrial societies that have 
never known slavery or the inher- 
ited memories of a slave relation- 
ship. 4 i 

“War unifies a country, not 
merely by giving expression to a 
common effort, but by throwing 
together vast masses of young men 
who in their training at the camps 
exchange ideas and the points o: 
view in other parts of the coun- 
try. A large proportion of the 
camps, obviously for practical rea- 
sons, has been built in the South; 
and the Negro officers and soldiers 
trained ther€ have without doubt 
been treated in many cases with 
discrimination, rudeness and even 
brutality by white civilians and 
white police officers, 
among the Negroes is bitter disil- 
lusionment and anguish, as anyone 
knows who has talked'to colored 
troops or read the letters they 
have sent home. The Army has 
been_alive tothe serious-effect—of 
this treatment on morale, and has 
made efforts to improve it. An 
article in, the August ‘Infantry 
Journal’~deals frankly with this 
form of race prejudice, Let me 
quote from it; ‘Sometimes the 
iprejudice against the Negroes flare 
up in the Army. It is not a prob- 
lem, however, in a camp where it 
ïg well-understood that “a soldier 
fin thé’ United States uniform js a 
soldier, not a white or a Negro, 
Christian or Jew, rich man or 
poor, but a soldier, and as such 
as worthy of respect.’ 

“We must realize then that the 
problem of the -relation. of the 
white to the Negro, in fact, the 
problems of most racial minorities, 
are national in their scope. They 
concern all of.us, for they go to 
the roots of our democratic stand- 
ards, I have emphasized the Ne- 
gro soldier, for mistreatment or 
disresppet of the ven in 


h g is sy 

a fred nation under God. To 
this promise of American life-we 
have two commitments which me 
cannot revoke, which we cannot 
disregard. Our national Constitu- 
tion guarantees equality of treat- 
ment and opportunity to all. More 
recently we have assumed obligá- 
tions of defending the democracy 
elsewhere in the world attacked 
iby totalitarian aggression, These 
principles and promises must be 
fulfilled in the due course of the 
evolution of our democratic life.. 
Nor can we assume the obligations 
of a defense of world democracy 
if our example of democracy at 
home, in this fundamental aspect, 
is neither consistent nor courage- 
ous. Raceintolerance is no long- 
er.a matter merely of domestic 
‘concern. For it undermines our 
moral authority as a nation which 
apparaently can profess but can- 
mot. practice democracy 

“The injustices that have been 
done, that are being done the 
Negro, are obviously recognized 
throughout the country. But the 


implications of this treatment, I 
am certain, 


are not generally 
realized. We have too long ac- 
cepted discrimination to achieve 
in any short time or with any de- 
termined resolution .the will to 


change an injustice that has to 


some extent formed the pattern of 
habit, I do not mean that the need 
is agitation, which but tends to 


accentuate ‘the bitterness; or any 


éampaign for immediate reform 
of every evil on all sides at once. 


‘But the agitation is here already, | ; 
emerging from the flame of the 
+hwar which has suddenly brought 


out the difference to which I have 
referred—the difference between 
our profession and our perform- 
ance. 2 
“I suggest that what is greatly 
needed is a broader and more in- 
telligent use of the moral and ed- 
ucational influences of the com- 
munity. Most Americans are. Doi- 
est in their belief in equality of 
opportunity. But intellectual hon- 
esty is such a field of prejudice 
and. aricient folk ways can be 
achieed* only by the. slow and 
steady impact, of education. 
“Just as the résponsibility for

The basic law which men adopt for their governance, 
‘together with the means for its execution, is an indicium 
of the mental.and moral maturity of any given community. 

Community life demands, by its very nature,and com- 
position, a certain rational content, of course, is possible 
only with positive social disciplines. . It is the function of; 
law to set these disciplines. , 

All community life demands certain reciprocal relations: 
for men simply can not live together except on principles 
of mutality, and reciprocal obligations. If the community `: 
pretends to be democratic, these principles will be clearly 
defined, and the concepts. of freedom and equality will be 


Unless the citizens who will soon be engaged in revis- 
ing the New Jersey Constitution are minded further to 
democratize the basic law, then one feels they should have 
stood in bed, as the saying goes. Certainly, the average 
citizen expects an improvement in the re-formulation, or 
revision if you like, of the basic law. Such an improvement 
demands ‘further democratization, both as to the content of 
the law.and as to the means of its'execution.

Recommendations 1 and 2 call for provisions to forbid 
“discrimination based’ on race in the appointment or pro- 
motion of eligibles in the competitive class of Civil Serv- 
ice” and “because of ‘race in. the labor class. of public 
émployment.” ‘ 

Recommendation. 9: calls. for an-end to -discrimination 
in public institutions, as is so evident in southern Jersey. 

‘We submit that all these recommendations set down 
in the commission’s report to: the Legislature can be em- 
braced in a revised Bill of Rights. Indeed, the simplest way 
to deal with the problems which, these recommendations 
suggest is to draw up a Bill of Rights which define and 
guarantee the rights of the citizen, and`then to lay down 
the effective procedural machinery for the enjoyment of 
these rights by the citizen, without regard for color or 
race of origin.

The question, then, is- why is it necessary that 
industrial management make more money in the process, 
or why should it be necessary that coal miners, post-office 
workers and what-haye-you „should cry out in, tones of 
Sincere and pathetic agony for higher pay, in order to be 
able to manage to buy food and clothing and shelter. 

Are we to believe that the common folk of this country 
are ‘willing to send their children off to die just to be made 
to pay higher prices for creature comforts? 

The fact is, as more and more common folk begin to 
see, that capitalist countries fight wars mainly to buttress 
the profit-making system and that, whatever the smart 
talk about “freedoms” and whatnot, such. countries will 
invariably give their motives away with talk of “peace 
scares and falling markets,” as even the most conservative 
newspapers have been reporting in recent days. 

And if the talk of “peace seares” doesn’t indicate 2 
graver concern with profit-making than with the fighting 
men (however much the profit-makers might have objected 
to the war at first: for even here they were not inclined 
to risk temporary loss for longtime gain) then words have 
lost their meaning, and it is Humpty-Dumpty that was 
right and Alice who was ever so wrong, when: the latter 
held. that words and their meanings are not a matter of 
personal whim.

Council, 
The World-Telegram thinks that Davis’ campaign was too “racialist” 
in its emphases and in its projection of the issues, | Of course, 
Ben, too, is a Communist;. and the World-Telegram doesn’t care 
how many Democrats, Republicans, American Labor Party mem- 
bers and independent. voters supported him. . He simply had no 
business.. winning.. : 

It isn’t precisely clear what the paper means by: “racialist,” 
One infers, however, that the editors object to Davis’ dramatizing 
the problems of the people of Harlem and the aspirations of 
numerous common folk throughout the city. Nevertheless, there is 
nothing particularly “racialist” about this. For while Davis pressed 
home hard the case of the black citizen, caught in the tangle of 
discrimination and Jim Crow, he certainly did not make the mis- 
take of separating the problems of, the black masses from those 
of labor, other minorities and common’ folk generally. 

Indeed;given Ben ` Davis philosophy, his record as a public 
man, and the established facts of his actual campaigning, one sees 
a singularly objective meeting and joining of the issues that face 
the people of New York today. - ; 

It would have been foloish for Ben Davis not to have made 
much of the fact that with his election the Council would be 
asured of Negro representation, and not to have pushed his case , 
as the Negro candidate most likely to win. I 

One suspects the World.Telegram wanted Mr Davis: to forget 
he is a colored man, without activizing itself to help him’ or ‘any 
other black man. in New York to forget his color. The World- 
Telegram seems to have wanted Mr, Davis to be “above the battle,” 
when, as a matter of fact, the battle was, in large part, to see that 


a Negro citizen was continued on the Council. ; 
,That so many persons, more than half of whom it is reported 
were white, voted for Ben Davis, may be taken to mean that not a’ 
few New Yorkers want an upstandnig ‘Negro on the Council; and 
that, it he happens to be a Communist, they still want him. And

Lindell of the Yankees and others 
have been playing-ball against a 
team of colored baseball players 
this Fall on the coast. The matter 
was called to the attention of the 
Commissioner and he has put his 
official foot down on the proposi- 
iton, 

Considetable controversy has 
developed since the Judge ruled 
against these players participating 
in baseball during the off-season. 
Some of the leading baseball writ- 
ers feel that the major league rule 
which pars their players from 
playing exhibition ball ten days 
after the close of the regular sea- 
son is unfair to the players. These 
writers contend that a baseball 
player should have the right to 
play ball the year-round since 
this is his source of livelihood and 
that the majors only give him em- 
ployment from, April to October, 

On the other-hand, the owners 
feel that the ball players repre- 
sent the bulk of their investments 
and that when these players risk 
injuries playing ball for which the 
owners receive.no financial bene-

‘MEXICO 

In the Negro National and 
American League the war. goes 
on between these organizations 
and Mexican baseball interests 
which have been luring our, best 
players South of the Border with 
fabulous salary offers. These col- 
ored owners have become terribly 
bitter over the “raids” conducted 
upon their players in recent years, 
but seem unable to prevent their 
continuance, 

There is no doubt but that our 
colored players are underpaid. 
When you consider that they are 
employed from May 15 „to Sep- 
tember 15 with salaries ranging 
from $175 to $300 monhtly,| you 
can see the’ plight they are in af- 
ter the close of the season. Mex- 
ico offers these same players $350 
monthly with maintenance and 
gives them seven months’ work, 
Which proposition would you ac- 
cept? . 

Negro baseball in this. country 
has reached that state of popular- 
ity where the clubs should be able 
to pay the players good salaries 
and still show a reasonable profit 
for the owners‘at the end of the 
season. The fault lies with the 
loss and waste of money that can 
be charged to mismanagement 
and exhorbitant promotion fees 
and commissions, These eat up 
the profits and the players. are the 
worst sufferers of this inefficiency 
on the part of the owners. The
